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ANNUAL  REPORT 


FOR  THE  YEAR  1968 

To  the  Chairman  and  Councillors 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  1968. 

There  were  160  births  compared  with  185  for  the  previous 
year  but  the  Comparative  Birth  Rate  (18.7)  was  still  higher 
than  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  (16.9).  The  illegitimacy 
rate  fell  from  12.4  to  9.4  but  was  still  rather  high. 

The  death  rate  was  unchanged.  The  infant  mortality 
rate  rose  from  16.2  (5  deaths)  to  31.3  but  with  the  small 
numbers  involved  this  was  not  significant. 

In  both  males  and  females,  coronary  thrombosis,  stroke 
and  other  conditions  associated  with  deterioration  of  the 
arteries  accounted  for  a  high  proportion  of  the  deaths.  It 
has  been  said  that  a  man  is  as  old  as  his  arteries  but  why  so 
many  people  are  subject  to  arterial  deterioration  at  such  a 
comparatively  early  age  is  not  definitely  known.  If  it  is  an 
inherited  defect  there  is  not  much  we  can  do  about  it.  It  is 
more  likely,  however,  that  over  indulgence  in  food,  tobacco 
and  alcohol  plus  insufficient  exercise  are  the  more  likely 
factors.  It  is  obvious  also  that  many  people  would  be  more 
healthy  if  they  either  ate  less,  drank  less  or  smoked  less. 
Everyone  is  aware  of  the  need  for  sufficient  exercise  but  far 
too  few  take  this  need  seriously. 

Notifiable  infectious  diseases  amounted  to  only  twenty- 
five,  twenty-one  of  which  were  cases  of  measles.  In  the 
Spring,  however,  there  was  an  epedemic  of  a  non-notifiable 
disease — German  Measles.  This  epedemic  caused  concern, 
as  any  woman  in  early  pregnancy  contracting  the  disease 
could  have  given  birth,  later  on,  to  a  defective  child.  I  am 
happy  to  record  that  so  far  no  such  consequences  have  been 
recorded  and  credit  for  this  must  be  given  to  the  vigilance 
of  local  doctors  and  mid  wives,  which  enabled  appropriate 
advice  to  be  given  to  those  at  risk. 

No  outbreaks  of  food  poisoning  were  recorded  and  thanks 
to  your  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  the  town  continued 
its  reputation  for  clean  food.  Unfortunately,  it  was  necessary 
to  recommend  prosecution  in  one  instance  of  bad  hygiene 


but  this  was  exceptional  and  the  vast  majority  of  hoteliers, 
restaurateurs  and  shopkeepers  are  as  anxious  as  the  Inspectors 
to  maintain  the  district’s  reputation. 

Towrards  the  end  of  the  year  I  was  granted  leave  of  absence 
to  lead  a  medical  team  concerned  with  relief  work  in  the 
Nigerian/Biafran  civil  war.  This  was  a  most  rewarding  and 
interesting  venture  and  the  Council’s  approval,  which  enabled 
me  to  go,  was  greatly  appreciated.  I  am  also  grateful  to  Dr. 
A.  M.  Batten  for  so  capably  holding  the  fort  for  me  during  my 
absence. 

Finally  I  record  my  appreciation  of  the  efforts  of  the 
Public  Health  staff  and  my  thanks  to  the  Committee  for  con¬ 
sideration  and  support.

To  the  Chairman  and  Committee  Members 
Madam  Chairman,  Mrs.  Rogers  and  Gentlemen, 

The  policy  adopted  some  years  ago,  of  paying  special 
attention  to  one  aspect  of  departmental  work  each  year  has 
been  continued. 

During  1968  all  licensed  premises  were  selected  for 
detailed  inspection  and  the  results  will  be  found  in  the  relevant 
section  of  the  following  report. 

In  October,  the  Board  of  Trade  issued  a  circular  giving 
prior  notice  of  pending  legislation  to  set  up  new  Tourist 
Boards  and  to  inaugurate  a  grant  scheme  to  encourage 
hoteliers  to  provide  additional  bedrooms,  subject  to  certain 
conditions.  Whilst  this  scheme  is  likely  to  prove  of  interest 
mainly  in  areas  where  there  are  a  fairly  high  proportion  of 
short  stay  visitors,  rather  than  to  holiday  resorts,  the  scheme 
highlights  a  problem  which  has  long  presented  difficulty. 

I  refer  to  the  absence  of  any  legally  enforceable  standards 
in  regard  to  the  size  of  kitchens  and  ancillary  food  preparation 
and  storage  rooms  in  hotels.  The  proposed  grant  scheme  is 
not  related  to  any  commensurate  increase  in  kitchen  space 
etc. ;  there  have  already  been  instances  where  the  capacity  of 
hotels  have  been  substantially  increased  without  any  improve¬ 
ment  to  kitchens  etc.;  which  are  already  inadequate. 

Apart  from  drawing  attention  to  the  need  to  provide 
more  adequate  catering  facilities,  under  present  law  no  action 
can  be  taken  until  contraventions  actually  occur.  The 
remedy  is  then  to  carry  out  alterations  which  could  and  should 
have  been  carried  out  when  the  capacity  of  the  premises  was 
increased. 

It  is  also  an  anomaly  in  my  opinion,  that  hotels  are  the 
only  class  of  premises,  in  respect  of  which  there  is  no  legally 
enforceable  minimum  standards  for  toilet  and  ablution 
facilities. 

During  the  year,  comment  has  appeared  in  the  Profes- 
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sional  press  advocating  the  desirability  of  making  all  food 
premises  subject  to  registration. 

I  consider  this  to  be  not  only  desirable  but  long  overdue 
and  with  such  registration  should  be  the  requirement  to  give 
the  local  authority  prior  notification  of  any  alterations,  change 
of  user,  or  proprietor.  A  speedier  procedure  than  exists  at 
present,  is  also  necessary  to  protect  the  public  against  the 
minority  of  unco-operative  proprietors. 

The  conscientious  proprietor,  the  standard  of  whose 
premises  is  already  above  the  minimum  would  have  nothing 
to  fear  from  such  changes. 

The  Council  employed  the  services  of  O.  and  M.  consul¬ 
tants  to  investigate  the  work,  and  procedure  of  all  depart¬ 
ments  during  the  year  under  review.  In  their  published 
report,  no  changes  are  suggested  in  regard  to  the  public  health 
services  and  their  general  comments  can  be  regarded  as  being 
complimentary. 

My  sixteenth  annual  report  which  follows,  on  the  work 
undertaken  during  1968,  is  submitted  as  a  separate  section 
by  courtesy  of  Dr.  D.  W.  Ouantrill,  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

I  wish  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  services  rendered 
by  Mr.  ].

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 
Water  Supply 

The  Isle  of  Wight  River  and  Water  Authority  are  the 
ad  hoc  body  responsible  for  the  provision  and  maintenance 
of  mains  water  supplies  throughout  the  Island.  This 
Authority,  as  all  Island  authorities,  has  direct  representation 
on  that  body. 

Sandown  and  Lake 

The  East  Yar  River  and  Dyer’s  Springs  at  Newchurch 
supply  this  area.  Treatment  carried  out  at  the  Sandown 
Waterworks  follows  the  following  sequence :-pre-chlorination, 
coagulation  with  alum,  settlement  filtration,  activated  carbon 
treatment  and  post  chlorination. 

During  the  year  a  main  was  laid  to  connect  the  Knighton 
Waterworks  with  the  Newchurch/ Apse  Heath  areas.  This 
new  main  and  the  recently  completed  Apse  Heath/Lake 
main  forms  the  first  link  between  the  Knighton  sources  and 
part  of  the  Sandown/Shanklin  supply  areas. 

The  programme  of  laying  new  mains  to  replace  inadequate 
ones  has  continued  together  with  the  laying  of  mains  to  new 
housing  estates. 

Shanklin 

The  main  sources  of  supply  to  this  area  are  the  catchment 
areas  at  Greatwoods  and  Cowlease. 

Small  areas  on  the  fringe,  however,  received  supplies 
from  Sandown,  Chillerton  and  Wroxall.  Water  from  all 
sources  is  treated. 

Luccombe  Village 

This  is  a  separated  part  of  the  urban  district  deriving  its 
supply  from  the  St.  Boniface  Down.  This  is  treated  and 
pumped  to  reservoirs  above  the  village  and  gravitates  to  the 
mains. 

Sampling 

I  am  indebted  to  the  Engineer  and  Manager  of  the  Isle  of 
Wight  River  and  Water  Authority  for  the  following  statistics 
showing  the  results  of  samples  taken  for  bacteriological  tests 
from  various  sources  supplying  the  district.

General 

There  are  only  two  properties  known  to  be  without  a 
mains  supply  in  the  district. 

One  of  these  is  an  isolated  cottage  with  well  supply,  the 
other  being  a  large  private  house  with  its  own  private  supply, 
purification  plant  etc. 

The  latest  statistics  available  show  that  there  are  4,948 
domestic  premises  in  the  district  (an  increase  of  223  over  1967) 
and  the  resident  population  is  given  as  14,150. 

Although  these  figures  show  a  small  but  steady  increase 
each  year,  when  quoted  in  relation  to  the  provision  and 
adequacy  of  the  water  supplied,  they  do  not  show  the  very 
heavy  seasonal  increase  in  population  for  which  provision  has 
to  be  made. 

The  water  Authority  programme  of  renewing  and  enlar¬ 
ging  old  mains  continued,  together  with  the  provision  of 
additional  link  mains  and  mains  for  new  housing  estates. 

During  the  year  eight  complaints  were  received  con¬ 
cerning  mains  water  supplies: — 

1 .  Excess  chlorine  giving  adverse  taste  ...  2

In  all  cases  the  complaints  were  referred  to  the  Water 
Board  and  were  promptly  dealt  with  to  the  complete  satis¬ 
faction  of  the  complainants. 

Swimming  Pools 

4'here  are  now  nine  swimming  pools  in  the  district. 
Only  one  of  these  is  open  for  use  b}^  the  general  public.  Of 
the  remainder,  one  is  at  a  private  school,  one  at  a  primary 
school  and  six  are  situated  in  hotel  grounds. 

Six  samples  were  taken  for  bacteriological  examination 
of  which  five  were  satisfactory  and  one  suspicious. 

In  all  cases  circulation  and  treatment  plants  are  installed. 

Sewerage  and  Drainage 

The  sewage  works  at  Sandown  deal  with  the  main  drain¬ 
age  from  the  whole  of  the  urban  district.  Following  treat¬ 
ment  the  effluent  is  discharged  to  sea  by  an  extended  outfall 
at  favourable  states  of  the  tide. 

Although  the  sewerage  system  is  “ Combined”,  receiving 
surface  water  as  well  as  sewage,  steps  are  taken  whenever 
possible,  and  on  new  estate  developments  to  minimise  the 
acceptance  of  surface  water  by  separation  and  by  providing 
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separate  surface  water  sewers  and  outfalls. 

The  point,  made  in  previous  reports,  regarding  the  in¬ 
crease  in  the  total  area  of  impermeable  surfaces  and  the  con¬ 
sequent  increase  in  the  amount  of  “run  off”  surface  water  to 
be  disposed  of,  becomes  more  relevant  each  year.  It  is  only 
by  constant  attention  to  this  problem  that  overloading  of  old 
sewers  in  times  of  rain,  can  be  minimised. 

The  Council’s  policy  of  internally  surveying  sections  of 
the  existing  sewers  with  T.V.  cameras  has  continued. 

This  proves  invaluable  in  assessing  the  need  and  priori¬ 
ties  in  future  sewer  programmes,  road  improvement  works 
etc. 

The  sewering  of  the  Upper  Hyde  and  Landguard  areas 
has  been  completed  during  the  year,  giving  main  drainage 
facilities  to  over  a  further  100  existing  properties,  abolishing 
a  similar  number  of  cesspools  and  septic  tanks.  This  also 
enables  further  land  to  become  available  for  development. 

The  Council’s  scheme  for  relaying  and  enlarging  the 
sewers  together  with  the  provision  of  a  new  surface  water 
sewer  in  Sandown  High  Street  has  been  the  subject  of  a 
Ministry  enquiry  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  work  will  be  well  in 
hand  by  the  end  of  1969. 

Drainage 

(a)  Public  Sewers  (subject  to  Section  24  of  the  Public  Health 

Act,  1936) 

Works  to  provide  for  the  repair,  renewal  and  improve¬ 
ment  of  four  such  public  sewers  was  undertaken  during  1968. 
These  sewers  served  eleven  properties. 

In  addition  clearance  of  stoppages  affecting  seven  such 
sewers  was  carried  out  at  the  Council’s  expense. 

(b)  Private  Drains 

Complaints  concerning  choked  private  drains,  minor 
works  of  alteration,  repair  and  renewals  necessitated  407 
visits  during  the  year. 

Public  Cleansing 

The  Council  provide  a  weekly  refuse  collection  through¬ 
out  the  district. 

A  scheme  for  additional  collections  during  the  season 
on  a  recharge  basis  is  available  and  is  used  increasingly  each 
year. 

The  removal  of  trade  and  miscellaneous  refuse  is  also 
undertaken  on  contract  or  request,  again  on  a  recharge  basis. 

The  availability  of  these  services  has  done  much  to 
reduce  incineration  of  refuse,  a  practice  which  the  Council 
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have  and  will  continue  to  discourage  with  all  the  power  avail¬ 
able  to  them. 

The  provision  of  paper  sacks  to  longshoremen  to  assist 
them  in  the  disposal  of  beach  refuse  has  proved  beneficial  to 
the  district  as  a  whole. 

The  Council’s  provision  of  new  and  additional  refuse 
freighters  has  done  much  to  streamline  the  service  but  much 
still  remains  to  be  done  particularly  in  the  field  of  public 
education  and  co-operation. 

The  use  of  paper  sacks  for  refuse  disposal  is  growing  vear- 
by-year  and  participation  in  use  of  this  method  soon  com¬ 
mends  itself  by  the  obvious  advantages  which  completely 
outweigh  the  small  additional  cost  involved.

Apart  from  vans  occupied  by  caretakers,  all  sites  are 
licensed  for  occupation  only  between  1st  March  and  31st 
October  each  year.  There  are  no  residential  or  municipal 
sites  in  the  district. 

All  sites  provide  shops,  laundries,  toilet,  bath  and  shower 
facilities  together  with  licensed  clubs,  games  rooms  and  out¬ 
door  recreational  facilities. 

During  1968,  no  complaints  were  received  from  over 
8,000  bookings  giving  holidays  for  over  35,000  people. 

( b )  Individual  Caravans 

Despite  the  two  prosecutions  successfully  instituted  last 
year,  constant  vigilance  is  necessary  to  control  the  un¬ 
authorised  siting  and  use  of  caravans  as  staff  and  supple¬ 
mentary  accommodation  at  business  premises. 

Such  caravans  are  not  exempt  and  failure  to  control 
them  would  result  in  a  general  deterioration  of  amenities. 

(c)  Chalets 

There  are  now  three  chalet  sites  in  the  district.  The 
provision  of  an  additional  site  and  enlargemnet  of  an  existing 
one  has  considerably  increased  the  number  of  such  units 
available  for  holiday  letting.  All  these  sites  are  at  Sandown

and  provide  62,  36  and  92  units  respectively.  On  one  site, 
chalets  are  separate  units  on  the  other  two  chalets  and  are 
built  in  pairs  or  terraces.  In  all  cases  the  units  are  self- 
contained  with  all  amenities  being  provided. 

(d)  Tents 

There  are  now  six  sites  licensed  under  section  269  of  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1936,  three  in  Sandown  and  three  in 
Shanklin: —

In  addition  planning  permission  has  been  granted  and 
licence  application  is  pending  for  a  further  site  for  20  tents. 
These  sites  are  permitted  to  accommodate  genuine  touring 
caravanners  who  require  a  night  halt  or  stay  of  short  dura¬ 
tion. 


All  sites  except  one  are  provided  with  main  drainage  and 
permanent  toilet  and  washing  facilities.  At  four  sites  the 
shops  and  recreational  facilities  provided  for  caravan  sites  are 
available  to  campers. 

The  establishment  of  these  sites  has  enabled  the  police 
and  the  Council  to  deal  with  cases  of  unauthorised  camping  on 
cliff  paths,  car  parks  and  public  open  spaces. 

Offices  and  Shops 

The  Technical  Assistant  appointed  primarily  for  duties 
under  the  Offices  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act  1963  was 
again  seconded  to  the  Treasurer’s  Department  for  part  time 
duties  on  rent  and  rate  rebates. 

The  reinspections  and  other  visits  made  by  him  during 
the  year  totalled  157  and  6  visits  were  made  by  the  Public 
Health  Inspectors.

The  rate  of  change  in  proprietorships,  nature  of  business 
and  number  of  employees,  in  premises  in  the  district,  makes 
rechecking  a  routine  but  time  consuming  duty.  It  is  to  be 
regretted  that  many  of  those  concerning  either  do  not  know  of 
their  legal  liabilities  under  the  act  or  are  just  dilatory  in 
effecting  compliance. 

Rodent  Control 

A  rodent  control  service  is  provided  by  the  department 
for  all  classes  of  premises  in  the  urban  district. 

Whilst  domestic  premises  are  treated  free  of  charge,  all 
other  classes  are  treated  on  either  a  contract,  or  time  and 
materials  basis. 

The  total  of  127  contracts  in  force  for  fees  totalling  £525 
was  8  more  than  in  the  previous  year. 

The  10%  test  baiting  of  all  sewers  carried  out  in  April 
showed  no  takes.  As  a  result  Ministry  exemption  from  further 
sewer  treatment  has  been  granted  until  1971. 
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The  number  of  complaints  of  infestations  received,  290 
(259  rats  and  31  mice),  has  remained  almost  constant  for  three 
years,  although  the  total  number  of  premises  found  to  be 
infested  has  shown  a  small  but  progressive  increase. 

The  visits  made  by  the  rodent  operator  totalled  3,166  and 
visits  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  for  rodent  control 
were  105.

The  number  of  complaints  received  during  1968  showed  a 
considerable  increase  (44)  over  the  previous  year,  particularly 
in  regard  to  cockroach  infestations.

During  the  year  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  made  11 
visits  and  164  visits  were  made  for  treatment  and  reinspec¬ 
tions.  In  addition  to  the  above  14  wasp  nests  were  destroyed. 

It  has  been  noticed  that  well  established  infestations 
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occur  as  a  result  of  tardy  notification  by  those  affected  and 
are  often  only  made  after  abortive  attempts  to  deal  with 
infestations  themselves. 

Verminous  Premises 

During  the  year  there  were  14  incidents  of  verminous 
infestation.  In  all  cases  the  vermin  were  fleas.  Four  cases 
were  in  council  houses,  six  in  hotel  staff  houses  and  the 
remaining  four  cases  were  isolated  cases  arising  from  birds’ 
nests,  dogs  and  from  a  second  hand  armchair. 

Noise  Abatement  Act  1960 

Nine  complaints  were  received  alleging  noise  nuisances. 
Of  these  five  referred  to  intermittent  noises  of  varying  inci¬ 
dence  and  duration,  viz.  car  door  slamming,  radios,  and  dance 
music,  in  respect  of  which  no  action  was  possible. 

The  remaining  four  complaints  referred  to  a  night  bakery, 
a  24  hour  laundrette,  and  refrigerator  machinery  in  two 
premises.  In  all  these  cases  complete  abatement  or  improve¬ 
ment  was  achieved  as  a  result  of  informal  action. 

Pet  Animals  Act  1951 

The  licence  for  the  one  remaining  shop  licensed  under  the 
above  Act  was  renewed  for  1968. 

Apart  from  fish  and  cage  birds  other  pets  are  only  supplied 
on  order  and  not  kept  on  the  premises. 

Talks  and  Courses 

Talks  on  subjects  relating  to  public  health  were  given  on 
live  occasions  during  the  year. 

There  was  insufficient  response  to  justify  holding  a  further 
Royal  Society  of  Health  Course  as  had  been  held  during  the 
two  previous  winters. 

Complaints 

The  total  of  630  complaints  received  during  the  year 
shows  a  further  increase  of  69  or  12%  over  1967. 

1'he  increase  was  spread  evenly  over  the  various  categories 
of  complaint,  the  broad  classification  of  which  are  given  in  the 
following  table.

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Housing 

As  the  scheduled  programme  of  slum  clearance  was 
completed  some  years  ago,  the  only  action  taken  in  this 
respect  is  that  resulting  from  routine  inspections. 

During  the  year  four  back  to  back  cottages  were  declared 
a  clearance  area  and  a  further  three  cottages  in  respect  of 
which  demolition  orders  were  made  late  in  1967  were  vacated 
and  are  now  to  be  demolished. 

The  number  of  standard  improvement  grants,  18  totalling 
£1,778,  was  more  than  during  the  previous  year.  The  num¬ 
ber  of  discretionary  grants,  5  totalling  £2,650,  was  less  but  the 
total  value  of  the  grants  made  was  virtually  the  same. 
Only  a  very  small  proportion  of  these  grants  were  in  respect 
of  rented  properties. 

The  continuing  difficulty  of  finding  unfurnished  accom¬ 
modation  to  rent  or  of  obtaining  a  mortgage  at  an  acceptable 
rate  of  interest  is  shown  by  the  fact  that  the  new  applications 
accepted  on  the  Council's  Housing  List,  107,  was  only  six  less 
than  last  year's  record  figure. 

Owing  to  unavoidable  delays  in  obtaining  Ministry 
approval  the  Council  only  provided  nine  additional  units  of 
accommodation  during  the  year,  four  purpose  built  flats  and 
five  flats  from  the  conversion  of  two  houses.  These  units 
and  casual  vacancies  enabled  22  applicants  to  be  re-housed. 

Some  further  progress  has  been  made  in  regard  to  the 
housing  scheme,  to  provide  warden  assisted  and  non  warden 
assisted  housing.  These  units  are  urgently  required  to 
reduce  the  increasing  number  of  applications  from  the  elderly 
who  now  comprise  62.5%  of  all  applicants  on  the  Council’s 
waiting  list. 

Rent  Acts 

No  applications  were  received  from  tenants  or  landlords 
for  either  the  issue  or  cancellation  of  certificates  of  disrepair 
for  the  third  consecutive  year. 

The  tendency  for  an  increasing  number  of  queries  being 
received  in  regard  to  rent  increases  and  Tenancy  Conditions 
continued  and  were  referred  to  the  Rent  Officer  for  the  area 
with  whom  the  department  work  in  close  co-operation. 

Holiday  Flats  and  Flatlets 

After  some  years  of  endeavouring  to  improve  the  stan¬ 
dards  of  existing  units  and  of  better  control  over  new  con¬ 
versions  the  general  amenity  and  accommodation  of  such 
units  has  improved. 
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During  the  year  three  further  premises  have  been 
converted  to  provide  a  further  14  units  making  the  known  total 
of  premises  38  and  units  200  providing  accommodation  for 
approximately  750  persons. 

The  above  figures  only  include  those  premises  providing 
two  or  more  such  units  and  do  not  include  the  considerable 
number  of  single  furnished  flats  and  units  made  available  for 
seasonal  letting. 

Only  one  complaint  concerning  public  health  was  received 
during  the  year  although  a  considerable  number  of  ‘value  for 
money’  complaints  were  received  and  referred  to  the  Publicity 
Department  where  appropriate. 

Most  of  such  complaints  arise  from  similar  rents  being 
charged  for  units  of  comparable  size  but  where  the  amenities 
and  standards  of  furnishing  etc.  vary  very  considerably. 


Food  and  Drugs  Act  1955 

Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations  1960 

As  for  many  years  past,  this  aspect  of  the  department’s 
work  in  a  holiday  resort  received  high  priority. 

The  policy  of  selecting  one  aspect  or  class  of  premises  for 
detailed  inspection  and  attention  each  year  was  continued. 
During  the  year  under  review  all  licensed  premises  were  dealt 
with  in  detail.

Of  the  total  of  18  complaints  received,  11  referred  to 
foodstuffs  and  7  to  general  food  hygiene. 

Of  the  eleven  referring  to  food,  five  cases  referred  to 
mould,  three  to  extraneous  matter  or  objects  and  three  to 
taint. 

In  no  case  were  legal  proceedings  instituted,  although 
written  warning  was  given  after  full  investigation  in  appro¬ 
priate  cases. 

Investigations  show  an  increasing  proportion  of  cases 
where  the  complainant  is  solely  at  fault,  due  to  ignorance  as 
to  the  'life'  of  such  commodities  as  meat  pies. 

Food  Inspection 

The  total  of  79  visits  made  specihcall}7  for  food  inspection 
and  condemnation  was  16  less  than  during  1967. 

The  total  weight  of  food  condemned  totalled  4,1991bs.,  a 
decrease  of  over  1,000  of  which  600lbs.  was  the  decrease  in  the 
amount  of  frozen  foods  condemned.  It  would  be  nice  but 
dangerous  to  assume  that  this  was  due  to  the  detailed  efforts 
made  during  the  year  of  1967  to  emphasise  the  need  to  service 
equipment  regularly  and  so  minimise  the  likelihood  of 
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breakdowns,  and  to  educate  proprietors  in  regard  to  systematic 
stock  rotation. 

It  is  still  a  matter  of  concern  that  much  wastage  of  other¬ 
wise  sound  food  occurs  as  a  result  of  damage  in  handling  and 
transit.

Bakehouses 


There  was  no  change  in  the  number  or  user  of  the  five 
bakehouses  in  the  district  in  use  as  such. 

One  of  these  produces  only  cakes  for  their  own  retail 
premises  during  the  seasonal  months,  one  produces  bread 
only  for  distribution  and  consumption  throughout  the  Island, 
the  remaining  three  produce  the  normal  full  range  of 
commodities. 

House  deliveries  are  made  in  the  district  by  only  three 
firms,  one  of  these  producing  and  operating  from  outside  the 
urban  district. 

During  the  year  54  visits  were  made  to  these  premises 
excluding  visits  made  to  one  premises  regarding  complaint  of 
noise  nuisance  dealt  with  elsewhere  in  this  report. 


Licensed  Premises 

It  has  been  the  policy  of  the  department  for  some  years 
past,  in  addition  to  routine  work,  to  single  out  and  pay  detailed 
attention  to  one  aspect  of  departmental  work. 

During  1968  licensed  premises  included  in  section  I  below 
were  subjected  to  comprehensive  and  detailed  inspection. 
This  work  entailed  64  visits  and  as  a  result  of  the  notices 
served  it  is  pleasing  to  note  that  by  the  co-operations  of  the 
brewers  and  licensees,  the  work  in  all  cases  has  been  either 
completed  or  is  in  hand  for  completion  before  the  1969  season. 

As  a  result  it  was  not  found  necessary  to  draw  the  atten¬ 
tion  of  the  Magistrated  Licensing  Committee  to  any  contra¬ 
ventions  or  unsatisfactory  conditions.
